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CHETLAIN DUCKS’ 
GOLD BRICK SHOW 


Fails to Appear Before Bar 
Committee and Is Censured 
as Obstructing the 
Investigation. 


INQUIRY GOES RIGHT ON. 


One Witness Contradicts State- 
ments Judge Made Last Week; 
Others Tell of Hawking 
His Notes. 


Judge Arthur H. Chetlain failed to appear 
yesterday afternoon’ before the judiciary 
committee of the Chicago Bar association 
and was publicly censured in consequence. 

Notwithstanding the judge’s absence, the 
committee resumed its investigation, begun 
at the judge's request, upon the hawking 
about of his promissory notes and his con- 
nection with various financial enterprises of 
“gold brick” variety. 

Evidence was given regarding the Porto 
Rico Mining company flatly contradicting 
the judge’s own tegtimony given last Mon- 
day. The committee decldred its intention 
to continue the inquiry to a conclusion. It 
has a mass of evidence collected by private 
detectives and from other sources. 

There is a possibility that the inquiry 
will take such a turn that a second investi- 
gation will be the result, with impeachment 
proceedings against the judge if the evi- 
dence warrants such drastic action. 


Think Judge Shirks Duty. 

So the hearing was resumed without the 
judge, but before it started Chairman Lessing 
Rosenthal, speaking for the five members of 
the committee, who had been holding a con- 
ference In Judge Grosecup’s chambets, said: 

“ We have considered this matter and have 
concluded that Judge Chetlain ought to take 
the stand. It is his duty to take the stand. 
It is especially his duty to appear before this 
committee, in view of his letter of May 21 
asking this committee to make the most 
searching investigation into all matters in- 
vo.iving his judicial conduct. 

“There is no process by which we can 
compel Judge Chetlain’s attendance, andif he 
will not take the witness stand the inquiry 
must proceed without him. But this com- 
mittee desires to state, In the most emphatic 
language, that it considers Judge Chetlain’s 
conduct and the conduct of his attorney as an 
obstruction to this investigation and to the 
proper progress of this committee. We do 
not intend this investigation \to fail, so we 
will ask Attorney Baldwin to proceed with 
the examination of other witnesses.”’ 


Summary of Day’s Results. 

The inquiry dtritg the afternoon and even- 
ing developed: 

Judge Chetlain assigned his salary to the Chicago 
National bank and arranged with the bank to 
take care of his checks when he had no money 
on deposit. 

He was the main factor in the Porto Rico Gold 
Mining company. He assisted in getting up its 
prospectus. Prospective purchasers of stock 
were sent to his chambers. Stock was sold to 
forty-nine persons. He owned a majority of 
the stock and reorganized the company in 1904. 

The judge had denounced the hardwood lumber 
enterprise which had swallowed up money in- 
tended for development of the gold mines asa 
fraudulent scheme, although last week he ad- 
mitted he had interested friends to the extent 
of $15,000 in the hardwood lumber. 

He objected to going on the stand again because 
he believed that ‘* his general business incapaci- 

: ty, in investing in gold bricks,’’ was becoming 
public rather than his conduct as judge. 

Two brokers and a lawyer testified that his notes 
were in general circulation and discounted at 
10 per cent until careful business men declined 
to take them. Evidence that seven or eight 
lawyers had purchased the notes, some of whom 
had tried cases before the judge. 

Detectives working for the Bar association have 
been investigating Judge Chetlain’s transac- 
tions. : 

Hearing Is Resumed. 

When the hearing, which had been begun 
a week before, and was adjourned at the 
request of Judge Chetlain, was resumed in 
the afternoon, Attorney James M. Sheean, 
representing the jurist, said that he had ad- 
vised his client not to appear. He spoke of 
the “‘unavoidable absence” of Attorney 
John 8S. Miller, chief counsel for Judge Chet- 
lain. He had advised his client, he said, not 
to submit to any further cross-examination 
that dealt with his private business acts 
rather than with matters that reflected di- 
rectly on his judicial conduct. 

Attorney Sheean argued on this proposi- 
tion most of the afternoon. He could not 
impress the committee’s attorney, Jesse A. 
Baldwin, and the committee took the same 
view of it. The committee would not agree 
toa postponement. It was equally reluctant 
to give away its case by furnishing Attorney 
Miller with all the evidence in its possession 
supposed to reflect on Judge Chetlain’s judi- 
cial conduct. 

Look Then for Chetlain 

Late in the afternoon the committee, as 
a final inducement to Judge Chetlain, ex- 
pressed a willingness to take up the Illinois 
tunnel case. This is about the only matter 
that Judg Chetlain appears willing to have 
investigated as bearing on his conduct as 
judge. 

Attorney Sheean gave a reluctant consent. 
He had last seen Judge Chetlain in his 
office. Again an effort was made to find the 
missing jurist who had been so anxious for 
an investigation. Messengers were sent out 
in every direction. Attorney Sheean endeav- 
ored, without success, to locate his client 
by telephone. He could not be found in his 
chanibers. He was not at his home in Rogers 


Park. 
Detectives on Judge’s Trail. 

It developed during the long arguments be- 
tween Attorneys Sheean, Baldwin, and mem- 
bers of the committee regarding Judge Chet- 
lain’s absence that private detectives have 
been investigating the judge’s business con- 
nections for the bar association committee. 

Attorney Sheean spoke of this warmly. 
Chairman Rosenthal thereupon produced a 
letter from the Mooney & Boland detective 
agency, in which it offered services of ‘* in- 
vestigators " in an apparently disinterested 
way, because it thought that the judiciary 
system should be kept pure. 

Charles B. Maugham, who formerly was 
secretary for the Torrens Land league and 
lives at 1775 Magnolia avenue, told the com- 
mittee that he, H. H. Blake, and H. B. Reed, 
became selling agents for promotion stock in 
the Porto Rico Gold Mining company in 1902. 
Judge Chetlain was @ director of this com- 
pany, but at his hearing @ week ago he said 
his name as director had been used without

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TWO CHIEFS FIGHT ONE FIRE. 


Marshal Horan and His Predeces- 
sor Clash in Wabash Avenue. 


NEW MAN TAKES CONTROL. 


Blaze in Cunningham’s Carriage Fac- 
tory; Four Hurt on the Way. 


The last incident of Chicago's recent fire de- 
partment “ mixup "’ was seen at a dangerous 
blage last night, where a clash in authority 
occurred between former Acting Marshal 
McDonough and Marshal-Horan. Both men 
claimed to be In charge of a fire which started 
in the carriage establishment of James Cun- 
ningham’s Sons company, 55609 Wabash ave- 
mue, at 11:45 o’clock, two hours after the 
council had confirmed the appointment of 
Horan as chief of the department. 

Orders were issued by both men, but a 
serious clash which might have interfered 
with the effective fighting of the fire was 
averted, as the blaze declined rapidly after 
the numerous engines began pumping. 

“The council has confirmed my appoint- 
ment and my bond has been accepted. I 
guess I am in charge, but there won’t be any 
trouble about that,’’ said Horan, ag he was 
questioned on emerging from the smoking 
building, a lantern in his hand, a black crush 
cap on his head, and his eyes dimmed and 
reddened by contact with the smoke. 

‘“‘T am tm charge of this fire I have not 
been relieved formally,” said McDonough, 
who left the fire as soon as it was under 
control. 

Meet on Way to Fire. 

Both men started from their stations on 
the second alarm. Horan was in the fire 
alarm office and McDonough in the engine 
house at Van Buren and Jefferson streets. 
They met as they drove clanging down State 
street and reached the fire simultaneously. 
Capt. Quinlan, in charge of truck No. 1,'al- 
ready had sent in the call for extra engines, 

The chiefs disappeared Into the blazing 
building, Horan closely followed by Assist- 
ant Marshal] Seyferlich. 

“We are taking orders from Horan to- 
night,” said Seyferlich, who appeared pleased 
at the situation. 

McDonough was seen a few minutes later 
to lean from an upper window and order 
some men from a fire escape. He wore a 
hat labeled “ fire marshal.” He toward the 
end ordered the water tower raised, but his 
order was countermanded by Seyferlich, at 
the request of Horan, as soon as it was seen 
that the ladders could not be raised above 
the mass of wires. 


Going to Old Headquarters. 


Horan held an impromptu reception after 
McDonough: had driven away. His men 
crowded around him and old friends ap- 
peared as if by magic out of thedark. He 
wore no look of elation, and spoked carefully 
of the situation. He was asked concerning 
his plans. 

“T am not going to No. 5 house where the 
acting marshal has been,” he said. “I would 
hate to change my old headquarters at the 
foot of Chicago avenue. I haven't much use 
for an automobile. It looks like a hoodoo 
to me. Give me the horse for the short run.” 

The damage by fire, smoke, and water to 
the carriage concern will reach $20,000. The 
fire started in the basement in an unknown 
way and reached to the fourth floor, 


Four Firemen Hurt. 

While responding to the blaze, members 
of engine No. 04, 80 West Lake street, were 
hurled from their positions when an east 
bound Lake street car crashed into the en- 
gine, overturning it. The accident occurred 
just as the engine was turned on the car 
tracks. The injured firemen are: 

Fievin, J., lieutenant engine 04; thrown from seat 
and dragged along tracks; face and hands slight- 
ly cut. 

Griffith, James. pipemen; bruises abqut face and 
bodx. 


Powers, William, pipeman; face end hands cut by

LOAD TWO INTOXICATED MEN 


ON THE PATROL WITH ROPES.

Evanston SBrothers,,. Whose Joint 
Weight Is 655 Pounds, Baffle the 
Police, but Not for Long. 


Two intoxicated persons whose joint weight 
is 655 pounds were the center of an amusing 
police comedy in the prohibition suburb of 
Evanston yesterday afternoon, when five po- 
licemen tried in vain to convey them aboarda 
patrol wagon, and only succeeded when they 
resorted to the use of an oak plank and ropes. 

The prisoners were Welden and L. Miner, 
brothers, living at 2212 Dewey avenue, 
Evanston. Welden weighs 375 pounds and 
his brother is less than 100 pounds behind 
him, with 280.

FLOATING DRY DOCK DEWEY 
AT END OF LONG VOYAGE. 


Huge, Unwieldy Craft Reaches Olon- 
gapo in 193 Days, After Sailing Nine- 
teen Thousand Miles. 


MANILA, July 10.—The floating dry dock 
Dewey arrived at Olongapo this morning 
after a voyage of 19,000 miles and covering 


198 days. 


The dry dock Dewey “sailed ”’ from the 
Norfolk, Va., navy yard on Dec. 28 last on 
a journey across the Atlantic, through the 
Suez canal and Red sea, and then across the 
Indian ocean to the Philippines. 

Progress necessarily was slow. On Jan. 6 
the craft was off Bermuda and on Feb. 22 at 
the Canary islands. It passed Gibraltar 
March 25 and entered the Suez canal Apri! 
19. It was not until May 15 that the dock 
emerged from the Red sea. 

On June 6 the dock passed the island of 
Ceylon and on June 13 entered the straits of 
Malacca. Singapore was passed June 21.

BAD, AND HE CAN'T HELP IT, 


Denver Expert in Criminology a 
Victim of fits Own Science. 


SAYS IT WAS BORN IN HIM. 


Graduate of Rush Medical College Tells 
of His Downfall. 


Denver, Colo., July 9.—[Special.]}—-William 
James Patterson, one year ago a respected 
and prosperous physician, a university grad- 
uate, and a gradtiate in medicine from the 
Washington and Rush Medical schools, and 
an expert in criminology, lies a physical and 
mental wreck in the city jail, the victim of 
his too deep study into the ways and the 
works of criminals. 

Only one qualification of this statement 
concerning himself does the once highly re- 
spected man make. This is that he would 
not have fallen had he not had the natural 
criminal instinct, which was undeveloped 
until his delving into criminology brought it 
to the surface. 

Says He’s a Natural Criminal 

‘I'm a natural criminal. 1 couldn't be 
otherwise if I chose,”’ he said when arrested 
for issuing a fraudulent check for $20. He 
scouts the idea of environment creating 
criminals, 

“I’m a living example of a man with orim- 
inal instincts highly developed,” hesaid. “I 
couldn’t be straight if I wanted to. I would 
defraud people at a time when I did not need 
the money and had no possible reason for 
taking it other than to fill this natural crav- 


Studied Crime Nine Years. 

“T studied criminology for nine years and 
went deeper into it than most men have. 
Nearly all the men convicted of crimes are 
criminals by nature. They really are not to 
blame for what they do. My own case shows 
that. I had no need or excuse for criminal 
action, but I hed the trait in me and it had 
to: be gratified. 

“Tf a man is a criminal, it will come out 
in any environment, and if he is naturally 
straight bis environment isn’t going to make 
any difference.” 


Agrees with Noted Expert. 

The attention of the prisoner was drawn 
to the noted work of MacDonald on “ Crim- 
tnology,” the theory of which exactly agrees 
with his own. 

‘He doesn’t get into it at all. He merely 
skime the surface. I tell you I have gone 
deep into these matters—too deep.”’ 

Patterson was arrested in April last tor 
forgery committed in Kansas, At that time 
he was living with his wife and twochildren. 
Wealthy parents of Salina, Kas., rescued 
him from prison, but the quick repetition 
of the crime seems to demonstrate the truth 
of his statement that he cannot live straight. 


DUEL DUE TO DREYFUS CASE. 


Encounter with Pistols Between French 
Army Officers Result of Bitter 
Feeling. 


PARIS, July 9.—The Dreyfus case is re- 
awakening intense bitterness, and already 
has resulted in one duel. Gen. Gonse, former 
aseistant chief of the general staff, who is 
opposed to Dreyfus’ claims, challenged Col. 
Picquart, .ormer head of the intelligence de- 
partment of the French army, who is a 
strong supporter of Dreyfus, to a hostile 
meeting. 

An encounter with pistols, at twenty-five 
paces, was arranged for today, with the 
result that the general fired and missed his 
adversary. The colonel refused to fire. 

The Supreme court held a lengthy secret 
session today, and adjourned without an- 
nouncing its decision in the Dreyfus case. 
It is generally expected that the decision of 
the Rennes court martial will be annulled, but 
the court is understood to be divided upon

The city council adjourned until Sept. 24 
last evening after cleaning up or trying to 
clean up a lot of delayed business. The things 
it did or did not do embrace: 

Passed an ordinance allowing the automobile 
garage owners to again use the gasoline tanks 
which they had previously placed in alleys with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the city. 

Deferred the billboard ordinance until fall. 

Passed the order authorizing the controller to 
make a contract for the disposal of garbage: 

Authorized the Union Loop company to permit the 
Chicago City railway company to string its trol- 
ley wires underneath the loop. 

Instructed the chief of police to stop the noisy 
explosion of fireworks in Riverview park. 

Engaged an electrical expert at $8)000 a year to do 
the work in connection with taking over the 
power from the drainage canal. 

Allowed the ‘‘ cold storage ordinance ’’ to go over 
until after vacation without action. 


Auto Measure Stirs Debate. 

The ordinance allowing the automobile peo- 
ple again to use their gasoline tanks pro- 
duced the lively debate of the session. Ald 
Dever sent it in and Ald. Martin objected at 
once. 

It provided for an order on the commis- 
sioner of public works to issue permits “ au- 
thorizing the use of gasoline tanks which are 
now or have heretofore been placed under 
the alleys of the city of Chicago.” This 
meant not only the tanks protected by the 
court injunction, but which the court speci- 
fied should not be used for the storage of 
gasoline until the suit was decided, but the 
reinstatement of those tanke which were re- 
cently removed because existing without au- 
thority. 

Calls Dever Insincere. 

“You are not sincere in this,” exclaimed 
Ald. Martin, talking to Ald. Dever. ‘“ You 
object if we want to build a six by six frame 
shanty in a thinly settled territory, and yet 
you want to place all over the downtown dis- 
tricts these gagoline tanks which are liable 
to explode at any time and kill twenty or 
thirty people. You can’t defend your ordi- 
nanee, and you knowit. It isa bad ordinance, 
and I dare you to defend it.’’ 

“ Neither the alderman or any man with 
a good conscience or good motives will use 
the kind of argument he has to me,” replied 
Ald. Dever. “If I have done anything 
creditable during my five years in the coun- 
cil it has been in blocking the kind of ordi- 
nances the alderman has been in the habit 
of trying togetthrough. His threats against 
me I do not consider at all.”’ 

“Iam not threatening the alderman,” said 
Ald. aMrtin, but I want to say the city offi- 
clals have never consented to the location 
of these tanks. What 1 am asking for is that 
this ordinance be’ investigated.’’ 

It was finally agreed that the order be 
changed so that not more than 100 gallons 
shall be stored in any tank at the same 
time and the mayor has the right to order 
them out at any time. In such shape it 
Was passed. Ex-Ald. Charles Alling, who 
was acting as attorney for the automobile 
people, at once took the order to the mayor 
and secured his signature before the meet- 
ing adjourned. 


Billboard Ordinance Goes Back. 


Ald. Dever then called up the billboard 
ordinance, but Ald. Moynihan had an amend- 
ment prohibiting any billboards on the tops 
of buildings at all. - Ald. Hunter followed 
with a motion to send the ordinance back to 
the committee, and Ald. Dunn announced he 


‘had a number of amendments himself. So 


the Hunter motion prevailed, 41 to 22. 

The ordinance letting the garbage contract 
for a term of five years to Bake & Christian, 
operating what is known as the Edison sys- 
tem of reduction, was pased without debate. 
It provided that the city shall deliver the 
garbage to the contractors at certain stated 
points, and they shall take care of it for 
$47,500 a year. This will do away with the 
dumps, which now cost over $50,000 annually. 


Stops Noisy Fireworks. 


Ald. Siewert aroused the sympathy of his 
colleagues with a story of the noise made 
by “‘ bombs, cannon, and dynamite crack- 
ers’’ at the fireworks shows at Riverview 
park and they passed an order on the chief 
of police to **‘ suppress the nuisance.’’ After- 
warde Ald. Werner tried to have the order 
reconsidered, but the council wouldnot con- 
sent. 

Ald. Hertthy had an order, which went to the 
committee on state legislation, instructing 
that committee to endeavor to get passed 
through the legislature a statute making all 
attacks on women and female children capi- 
tal offenses. - 

The Metropolitan “ L ”’ had introduced still 
another ordinance allowing it to do an ex- 
press business. It provided that after fifteen 
years the council could revoke the permission 
if it was found unsatisfactory.’ It was sent 
to the local transportation committee. 


Allows Wires Under Loop. 

The permit for the Chicago City company 
to string its wires to the Union Loop struc- 
ture in Wabash avenue and Lake street was 
passed on the recommendation of the trans- 
portation committee. It provides that by 
it no claims of the Union Loop to a fran- 
chise are recognized. 

Ald. Harkin had an order passed providing 
that the city collector lave lists made cf all 
owners of saloon licenses July 81, when the 
ordinance forbidding the issuance of any 
more goes into effect as a matter of public 
record. -

BATLING NELSON TURNS EROM 
PUGILISM TO UPLIFT. , 


Organizes Improvement Association 
and Heads, Committee That Tells 
Ald. Moynihan What the ‘‘Jumping 
Om Place” Demands—Lightweight 
Champion Proposes to Put All En- 
ergy Now to Building Up Place of 


His Birth. 


Batling Nelson, lightweight champion of 
the world, has turnea civic reformer, and his 
energies in the future will be deveted to 
uplifting and improving the town of his 
birth—Hegewisch, land of swamps and deso- 
lation, known as the ‘“‘Jumping off place.” 

He started out to do this yesterday, with 
the same enthusiasm that led him to victory 
against “Jimmy '’’ Britt and “* Young "’ Cor- 
bett, and it is predicted that “‘ rough house” 
times are in store for those conservative per- 
sons who oppose his strenuosity. 

“T’'ll put this town in shape, if lhavetolay 
out cold the aldermen and all the prominent 
citizens.’’ eaid the young pugilist, just before 
he marched upon Ald. Moynihan at the head 
of his committee of public spirited citizens. 

Nelson recently returned from a two years’ 
fighting tour of the west, and he remarked, 
as he alighted at the dingy station and saw 
the unkempt streets, the general hopeless and 
decaying aspect of the place, that “it was 
no place for a white man to live in, and he 
would get busy.” 

Nelson Owns Houses There. 


The fighter had saved money and invested 
it in two houses. This may have had some- 
thing to do with his awakened interest. At 
any rate he started a quiet campaign, and 
found many willing tojoinhim. He did more 
yesterday than most reform organizations 
do in a month. 

In the afternoon he called a massmeeting 
of all the young blades who were pitching 
quoits behind the blacksmith shop.. He also 
took in a few bartenders who were not busy, 
the grocer, and the postmaster: He an- 
nounced that the Hegewisch Improvement 
association was launched, and had@ himself 
elected president.. Losing no time he ap- 
pointed an executive committee and started 
out to visit Ald. Moynihan. 

As he marched down the street at the head 
of his committee crowds of boys took up the 
trail, thinking that a fight was about to be 
pulled off behind Mahoney's barn. Ald. 
Moynihan was peacefully trying to keep cool 
in his office, when he looked out of the win- 
dow and saw the pugilist approaching.

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6 JURORS IN COOKE TRIAL 


FORMER CLERK OF COURT FACES 
CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Ventre Nearly Exhausted in Effort to 
Secure Twelve Men to Hear Case—

by a Man’s Reading of Newspapers 
Does Not Disqualify Him from 
Service—Defense Uses Up Many of 
Its Peremptory Challenges. 


The trial of John A. Cooke, former clerk of 
the Circuit court,. indicted on a charge ofa 
conspiracy to defraud, was commenced yes- 
terday before Judge Ben M. Smith of the 
Criminal court.

Both the prosecution 
and defense anticipate the other six jurors 
will be secured today and the introduction of 
evidence will begin late this afternoon or the 
first thing tomorrow morning.

He was challenged 
for cause and@ this was objected to by Assist- 
ant State’s Attornéy Olson, his contention 
being sustained by Judge Smith, who held 
that a. recent ruling of the Supreme court 
was to the effect that such an opinion lightly 
formed by the reading of newspaper ac- 
counts did not disqualify a man. Gooke’s at- 
torneys then peremptorily challenged Marks 
and he wes discharged. 

All prospective jurors were closely ques- 
tioned as to the meanings of words in thé 
indictment and several were challenged for 
cause on this score.

Manager Released on Bail. 
Mr. Simpson went to the courtroom in 


company with Chapin A. Day, pleaded not 
guilty to the charges, and was released on 
$200 bail, which was furnished by Mr. Day.

Mr. Simpson is to be tried for violation

Claims Old Ordinance Holds. 

Mr. Wilson holde that. inasmuch as the 
building permit was taken out under the old 
ordinance and then extended, the present 
ordinance does not hold. Mr. Simpson de- 
clares that the ordinances have been com- 
plied with in respect toeverything except the 
stairways, and that the construction of the 
additional stairways is highly impracticable. 

He said, however, that no action for dam- 
ages will be taken against the city for closing 
the store during the busiest hour. 

Bartzen'’s glee was modified by the action 
of Mayor Dunne in allowing the firm to re+ 
open, after a conference during which the 
mayor and Mr. Simpson listened to excited 
language from the building commissioner. 

The mayor, during that time. received a 
written opinion from Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Edward T. Wade that there is noth- 
ing in the ordinances to justify Bartzen’s 
closing the Field store. Attorney Wade said 
that the prescribed punishment for violation 
of the building ordinance is a fine of from 
$25 to $200 for each offense. 

Bartzen declared that he intended to cause 
the arrest of Simpson every day until the 
ordinances were complied with. He declared 
he has been sending notices to Marshall Field 
& Co. for six months, and that they have not 
been complied with. 


“Ought to Be in Jail,” Says Bartzen. 

‘* You ought to be in jail,” he said to Mr. 
Simpson in the mayor’s office. “I notified 
you Dec. 28 to comply with these provisions 
and you have not yet put tn the red lights to 
mark the exits.’’ : 

It was finally agreed that Mr. Simpson 
should be arrested and that the final de- 
cision in the controversy should be left to 
the courts. The twenty policemen sent to the 
store under command of Lieut. Doherty to 
keep patrons from entering were recalled at 
10:30 a m. 

The presence of the bluecoats at the store 
had caused a jam in State street. Only em- 
ployés were allowed to enter, and humorous 
incidents were numerous as a result of the 
attempts of patrons to get through the doors 
to attend the bargain sales. Messenger boys 
stood inside the doors and jotted down orders 
of customers who were ina hurry. Some em- 
ployés of the store took names and addresses 
for use in the event of damage sults. 


Police Delay Arouses Official. 


The ire of the commissioner was raised 
by the delay of the police department in 
executing his order. When his inspectors 
reported that the police had not appeared 


at the State street store to close it he went 


to the office of Chief of Police Collline and 
demanded to know what was the cause. 

“It looks as if some one is holding this 
thing up,’’*he declared. ‘If it was a little 
building on Milwaukee avenue it would be 
carried out quickly. Just because it is Mar- 
shall Field & Co. there seems to be some 
hitch.”’ 

An investigation was made, and it was 
found that the order had been misilaid, and 
did not reach Capt. Gibbons until 9 o'clock 
in the morning, just before the policemen 
started. 

Bartzen Scores Store Managers. 

“If the mayor hadn't stopped me I would 
have closed all the stores where they have 
ignored the orders of the department,” said 
Bartzen. “ Marshall Field & Co. do not even 
comply with the law in their plans for their 
new building. They will not be allowed to 
unless they do. The Iroquois theater was 
supposed to be the safest theater in Chica- 
go, but look at the catastrophe that hap- 
pened init. I do not propose to have any in- 
dictments voted against me for negligence.” 

In the afternoon Bartzen sent his inspec- 
tors on a tour of State street. It was re- 
ported by the inspectors that in almost every 
instance they found managers writing to 
their contractors with instructions to begin 
work immediately. 

**T intend to arrest representatives of all 
the stores that failed to comply, but if they 


give me written notice at once to the effect 
that they are. starting work I will delay ac- 


tion until tomorrow,” said Bartzen. “If I 
had given notice that I intended to close 
Field's I would have met with an injunc- 
tlom

The 
district attorney declares that Behrenberg 
was organizer of the ice exchange several 
years ago and was chief engineer of the pres- 
ent squeeze. 

*T shall not stop with Behrenberg,” said 
the district attorney tonight. ‘“‘ He is only 
a beginning. I mean to get down to this thing 
and before I get through the word ‘ conspir- 
acy ’ will loom up in big letters.” 


Has Ninety Per Cent of Trade. 

The Mountain Ice company and the Amer- 
icam Ice controk 90. perycent of the trade of 
thie city, and the vast storehouses of the 
former, filled with thousands of tons of ice, 
are located up in Pocono mountains, whence 
it is shipped to Philadelphia and New York.

LAND WILL BE PURCHASED. 


Drainage Board Committee at Meeting 
Prepares to Acquire Site for Channel 
—Bids on Water Power Sought.

with the work absolutely independent of all 
political considerations. The organization 
of the interstate commerce commission will 
remain essentially the same. It always has 
elected its chairman and secretary, and it 
will continue to do so. ’ 

There absolutely is no disposition, so faras 
can be learned, on the part of President 
Roosevelt or any one else in the administra- 
tion, to interfere with the prompt and non- 
partisan execution of the new lew. The 


duty in approving the law and then appoint- 
ing two new commissioners. Beyond that 
he will hold the commission itself responsi- 
ble for securing regulation of railroad rates, 
If it does not do its duty he will exercise 
his rights of removal, but otherwise, as I 
am informed, he will make no changes for 
personal or political reasons. When the 
terme of the present commissioners expire, 
he will be free to choose successors for them, 
and this Is a condition which is well un- 
derstood by the commissioners and by the 
president as well. 


Getting Ready for New Law. 

Next Thursday there is to be a final sees- 
sion of the interstate commerce commission 
for the summer. The principal subject to 
be taken up will be to secure an agreement 
in a general sort of way upon a system of 
accounting and bookkeeping for railroads as 
preliminary for submission of uniform re- 
ports to the commission, somewhat on the 
same line as the reports now made to the 
controller of the currency by the banks. The 
determination of the reasonableness or un- 
reasonableness’ of railroad rates must rest 
in the last analysis upon the successful in- 
quiry into the actual cost of transportation, 
a subject which is not now thoroughly un- 
derstood even by practical railroad men. 

As preliminary all this it will be neces- 
sary to institute a uniform system of dac- 
counts, so comparisons of cost can be made 
as between different roads as well as be- 
tween different sections of the same roads. 
It is believed the necessary blank and in- 
structions to railroad officers, together with 
annotated copies of the new law, can be 
prepared and distributed before Sept. 1, and 
it is to accelerate this work that Chairman 
Knapp and other members of the commis- 
gion will remain here in Washington hard 
at work during the hot summer months. One 
pitness will be called om the oil inquiry next 
Thursday, but the general purpose of the 
meeting will be to make a start toward the 
execution of the new railroad rate law. 


ROOT DODGES VITAL ISSUE. 


Secretary Fails to Tell Porto Ricans 
What They Want to Know at 
Their Luncheon. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

SAN JUAN, July 9.—An elaborate luncheon 
was given today in honor of Secretary Root 
at the Union club by George Cabot Ward, 
auditor general. The governor, members of 
the executive council, officers of the army 
and navy, members of the judiciary, federal 
authorities, and prominent Porto Rican and 
Spanish business men were present. The po- 
lice band was in attendance and played na- 
tive airs only. Auditor General’ Ward pro- 
posed a toast, coupling the names of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Root. The lat- 
ter responded, dwelling upon the courtesies 
he had received and the picturesqueness of 
the island. Secretary Root carefully avoided 
referring to the administration’s attitude on 
Porto Rican problems, such as the protective 
tariff, citizenship, and territorial govern- 
ment for the island. which the natives anx- 
iously hoped he would mention. 


ROOSEVELT PICKS A SOLICITOR. 


Charles Earle Appointed for Depart- 
ment of Commerce to Succeed 
Edwin W. Sims. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 9.—President Roose- 
velt today appointed Charles Earle as solic- 
itor for the department of commerce and 
labor, to succeed Edwin W. Sims, recently 
appointed United States district attorney in 
Chicago. Mr. Earle is an assistant attorney 
in the department of justice and has had 
service in the bureau of corporations in the 
department of commerce and labor. 


Asks Cummins to Agree on Releasing 
Delegates to Iowa Convention 
from Instructions. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 9.—[{Spectal.J]—In his 
newspaper George D. Perkins, the stand pat 
candidate for governor of Iowa, this even- 
ing submitted another compromise schemeto 
Goy. Cummins for settling the question of 
the contested delegations to the republican 
convention Aug. 1, by suggesting that all 
delegations be released from their instruc- 
tions, and the 1,640 representatives of the 
Iowa republicans settle the contest by letting 
the majority of the delegates rule by voting 
their own free will. 

Mr. Perkins says the governor's acceptance 
of this proposition would place him on the 
same footing as the candidates for other 
places on the ticket. He says the instructed 
delegates are bound to no other candidates 
except for the gubernatorial aspirants, and 
that it would only be fair to release the dele- 
gates. It is safe to predict that Gov. Cum- 
mins will not consider the proposition, as his 
supporters claim the state tonight 885 to 480.

PERKINS SUGGESTS NEW PLAN. 


TAFT SEEKS RIFT 


IN SOLID: SOUTH. 


Secretary’s Opening Speech in 
Campaign to Break Dem- 
ocratic Stronghold. 


APPEALS TO BUSINESS MEN 


Says Prosperity Below Mason and 
Dixon’s Line Depends on Re- 
publican Principles. 


Greensboro, N. C., July 9.—Secretary of 
War Taft made the opening speech here to- 
night in the campaign in. which President 
Roosevelt hopes to break up the “ solid 
south’ in the interests not only of better 
state government but of the whole nation. 

Secretary Taft plunged at once into his 
subject. After® declaring that all fear of 
“ negro domination ’’ has passed away inthe 
south, he gave the reason boldly and force- 
fully why he believed the people of the south 
should: cut loose from the democratic party. 

During the past decade, Mr. Taft pointed 
out, a period of unprecedented prosperity 
has come for the southern states. “ Under 
the circumstances,”’ he said, “ it is not to be 
expected that the sensible, clear headed 
business men of the south do not perceive 
the tremendous disadvantage under which 
the southern states labor in having only one 
party with any voice in their state govern- 
ments, and in being herded together always 
as the hidebound support of the democratic 
party of the country, no matter what wild 
fallacies it may adopt in its platform, nor 
what candidate it may put before the coun- 
try.” 

Appeals to Business Men. 

Mr. Taft said that although much of the 
wealth of the south is dependent upon a pro- 
tective tariff its representatives in a national 
convention vote unhesitatingly for the propo- 
sition that a protective tariff is a robbery of 
the many for the benefit of afew. Although 
a great majority of the southern people are 
strongly in favor of maintaining the flag ip 
the Philippines until the sacred trust imposed 
by circumstances shall have been highly and 
fully discharged, they ‘‘ nevertheless permit 
the democratic party in the chase after north- 
ern votes to formulate thé false cry of * anti- 
imperialism,’ in which they have no sym- 
pathy whatever and on which they were 
twice led to humiliating national defeat.”’ 

“Agaim,’’ continued the secretary, “ nopart 
of this country is so vitally interested in 
the construction of a great waterway to 
connect the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
across the isthmus of Panama as the south. 
It was indispensable to this enterprise that 
the treaty made with Panama by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay should be 
promptly confirmed, and yet the majority of 
the representatives of the south in the senate 
attempted to defeat the treaty.” 


Real Issues of Campaign. 

Turning to the issues involved in the coming 
congressional campaign, the secretary said 
the republican platform and Mr. Roosevelt 
pledged the further enforcement of the ant!- 
trust law and the interstate commerce law 
to prevent discrimination against the ship- 
ping public and to prevent oppressive com- 
bination and monopoly. 

‘* The investigations by the department of 
commerce and labor,’’ said Mr. Taft, *“‘ have 
shown the method by which the Standard Oil 
company has maintained its monopoly of the 
oil business and prosecutions have been 
ordered in many of the federal! courts of the 
country in order not only to vindicate the law 
for past violations, but to bring about a 
condition of things in which the managers 
of prosperous and successful corporations 
of the country shall pay heed to injunctions 
of the statutes and not allow temptations of 
immense profits to blind them to the necessity 
for obedience to law.” 


Socialism Not a Remedy. 

The secretary said that the organization of 
capital has reduced the cost of production, 
and has, therefore, contributed to the ma- 
terial prosperity of the world, and that the 
organization of labor has undoubtedly bet- 
tered the condition and raised the wages of 
labor, but he sai@ it would be unreasonable 
to suppose that in the power which organiza- 
tion has placed in the hands of individuals 
there would be no temptation to oppression 
and abuse, but when these are yielded to by 
the few as compared with the many it is no 
reason for hysterta or the destruction of the 
whole social order. 

** Tt is no reason for giving up the system of 
private property, or forbidding the forma- 
tion of corporations, or preventing the or- 
ganization of trades unions. It is no ground 
for the a@vocacy of socialism," said the sec- 
retary, adding: 

The people, he said, are in favor of protect- 
ing the rights of the corporation or labor or- 
ganizations as representing only a number of 
people united together for a common and 
lawful object exactly as they would protect 
the rights of an individual, and are in favor of 
protecting the individual against organiza- 
tion. 

Republican Party Principles. 

He said the record of the republicam party 
shows that the only substantial ‘steps 
“which have really been taken to stop the 
abuses and oppression attempted by the ir- 
responsible holders of great wealth and cor- 
porate power, have been by the republican 
party.” 

The secretary said the democratic leaders 
are now indignant that the republican party 
in carrying out the promise of its platform 
is putting Into practice the principles which 
they, “‘ with superb complacency, claim are 
really covered by a democratic patent.’’ 

He declared that the democratic leaders 
have been for years declaring against cor-

Bryan’s Vague Promises. — 

“Tt may be noted also that while Mr. Bryan 
has been most emphatic and@ eloquent in his 
description and denunciation of trusts and 
abuses of corporate organization and wealth, 
his suggested. remedies for their prompt sup- 
pression have been vague, unless, indeed, his 
proposal that the government buy or con- 
demn all interstate railways with their im- 
mense mileage and maintain and operate 
them is to be regarded as an immediate, 
ready, practical, and feasible remedy. 

“In view of this, it is not a matter for any 
surprise that the great combinations and 
organizations that have increased their 
profits and power by evil and oppressive 
methods should fear and dislike Mr. Roose- 
velt. and -his acts in the present much more 
than they do Mr. Bryan and the indefinite 
dangers with which he threatens them in 
the future. Evils are to be suppressed by 
definite and practical measures, not by ora~- 
tory or denunciation.”

ST. PETERSBURG, July 10.—The news of 
the mutiny at Tambov, which apparently is 
the most serious or such affairs since the 
Sevastopol mutiny, is confined to the bare 
details of an agency dispatch, which was 
censored, showing that the mutineers, when 
attacked by loyal troops, offered armed re- 
sistance before retreating to their barracks, 
where -they are still barricaded.

garrisoning Uzvoka has been sent away on 


account of the soldiers’ refusal_to fire on 
manifestants. ~ ’ 

The Cossacks of the Second reserve, who 
had been ordered mobilized for police service, 
have refused to join the colors. , 

Smarting under Gen. Trepoff’s epithet of 
liar, applied in an interview July 7, Prince 
Urusoff declared today that he was in pos- 
session of full documentary evidence to 
prove his charges that anti-Jewish pogroms 
and excesses throughout the country had 
been inspired from St. Petersburg and that 
they were not, as Gen. Trepoff asserted, due 
to the arbitrary action of embittered local 
officials. 

Prince Urusoff said the documents would 
be published within a fortnight and that the 
public would then be able to judge whether 
he or Gen. Trepoff was a liar. 


Douma Interpellates Government. 

The initial steps toward the adoption of a 
direct address to the country to counteract 
the impression the government’s communi- 
cations with regard to the settlement of the 
agrarian question are making among the 
peasantry were taken in the lower house of 
parliament today. An interpellation was in- 
troduced for an explanation of the dissemina- 
tion of the governmental proclamation to 
the peasants on July 3. 

This proclamation accompanied the pub- 
lication in the Official Messenger of the gov- 
ernment’s agrarian bill. It set forth the em- 
peror’s constant solicitude for the peasants’ 
welfare, denied that the government was op- 
posing expropriation im the interest of the 
landlords, and concluded with an expression 
of the vital necessity of maintaining the 
rights of property as the foundation of the 
state. 

The interpellation was referred to a com- 
mission, which is expected to recommend 
the issuance of a counter appeal, setting 
forth the views and intentions of pariia- 
ment. 

Prof. Kuzgmin-Karavaieff, the legal expert 
of parliament, has developed the theory that 
the action of the administration in spreading 
views directly opposed to the expressed pol- 
icy of the legislative branch is an illegal en- 
croachment on the privileges of parliament. 


Anti-Semitic Pamphlets Printed. 

The house made slight progress today with 
the debate on the Bialystok report. The 
principal new .contribution was Deputy Vi- 
naver’s assertion that anti-Semitic pam- 
phlets still are being printed in the, office of 
the prefecture of police at St. Petersburg. 

During today’s debate Baron Ropp, a 
Catholic bishop, representing Vilna, said a 
general had informed him that the soldiers 
never would fire on Christians, vut only on 
Jews. He said he was convinced that the 
chief administrative officials alwaye were 
capable of stopping excesses if they cared 
to do so. 

Baron Ropp acknowledged that some dis- 
content was felt by soldiers and police 
against the Jews, the cause being the model 
organization of the Jews, which is the envy 
of the Christians. It was necessary, he said, 
to give self-government to the western prov- 
inces or else pogroms soon would occur. 


Czar and Czarina Visit Resort. 


ORANIENBAUM, Russia, July 0.—Em- 
peror Nicholas and the empress, on board the 
imperial yacht Polar Star, madea short visit 
here yesterday, inepecting the marine hos- 
pital and barracks. This was the first time 
their majesties had been outside the grounds 
of t palace at Peterhof since they went to 
St. Petersburg to open parliament om May 10. 
Oranienbaum is a seaside resort opposite 
Cronstadt, om the gulf of Finland; nineteen 
miles west of St. Petersburg.

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Sea Serpent at Last Revels Itself to ‘Men of Ssietiéa! 


Creature Sketched Of Para, Brazil, by Two Naturalists.

“ ‘Pe 
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English scientists are discussing with lively interest a sea sérpent seen and sketched off Para, Brazil, by BE. B. Meade and M. J. 
Nicoll, well known English naturalists, who described the creature at a recent meeting of the Zoblogical society tn London. The 
naturalists were standing on the deck of the yacht Valhalla at 10 a. m. when they were attracted by a sail like object some four feet 
long and two feet high, waving from side to side in the water. When they turned their glasses on the object there appeared a huge eel 
like neck, some six feet long and as thick as a man's thigh. This neck was surmounted’by a great turtle like head, with large eyes. 
After a few minutes the head, which had stood high out of the water, as if its owner were inspecting the ship, was lowered to the 
level of the sea and violently lashed from side to side, churning the sea into a great sheet of foam. 

During the following night the object was again seen, this time by the lookout and the officer of the deck. It was then traveling 
in the same direction as the ship, but going faster, the ship being under a speed of only eight and a half knots. 

The description of the creature tallies with the sea serpent seen by the officers of the British warship Daedalus in 1848. That 
serpent exposed its whole length of sixty feet on the surface. The meeting cf the Zodlogical society which heard Messrs. Meade and 
Nicoll’s account is described as “‘ dstening with breathless excitement,” and the member who writes an account of the meeting for ths 
Illustrated London News concludes with the statement: “ Seriously, we can no longer regard the ‘ sea serpent’ as a myth,’ ” 
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of these two companies except so far as it 
may be necessary to correct the abuses which 
are the, direct result of mismanagement at 
the executive cen‘ers.

The further investigation, the 
prosecution of such sults as have been be- 
gun, and the commencement of further suits, 
if any, for restitution will devolve upon the 
new management. Those matters will con- 
stitute no part of the duty of this commit- 
tee. It will rest with you to deterniine 
whether such investigations and efforts to 
secure restitution can be prosecuted with 
greater freedom and justice to you by the 
directors under whose administrations the 
acts were perpetrated and suffered, or di- 
rectors named by them, or by a new man- 
agement which has had no connection with 
and is under no-obliigations to the old offi- 
cers. 

Policy Holders Must Pay Freight. 

“The expense of this campaign must be 
borne by the policy holders. It costs more 
than $50,000 to place a circular in the hands 
of all policy holders. 

“ A committee on finance will have charge 
of all receipts and expenditures and will see 
that all contributions received from policy 
holders are expended in their interest. At 
the completion of the campaign a detailed 
expense report will be rendered.

CONGRESSMAN DIES IN CITY

his authority. Maugham told a different 


story. 

“Judge Chetlain had more to do about 
the company than any one else,"’ said the 
witness. “ All the stock that we sold, 10,000 
shares, at prices ranging all the way from 
2 to 10 cents a share, was made on the repre- 
sentation that Judge Chetlain was a direc- 
tor, We considered his name a strong card. 

‘Judge OChetlain conferred with us rela- 
tive to the prospectus of the company that 
was issued bearing his name as director. 
We sent him a number of copies after they 
were printed.”’ 


Salary Assigned to Walsh Bank. 

Mr. Maugham also told the committee that 
Judge Chetlain had assigned his salary for a 
period of fifteen months to the Chicago Na- 
tional bank. The judge gets $10,000 a year. 

“The judge,” said he, “ had an arrange- 
ment with the bank whereby it was to look 
after his checks.” 

This announcement caused considerable in- 
terest. It was recalled that Judge Chetlain, 
while on the witness stand last week, ad- 
mitted that he had drawn a check for $7,500 
in connection with the Porto Rico enterprise 
when he didn’t have a cent in the bank. The 
check was dated ahead. 

‘‘ Chetlain sent $1,500 down to Porto Rico 
and I forwarded money from time to time,”’ 
Maugham went on to gay. “ One day the 
judge said that he was satisfied that the 
money we had been sending to Porto Rico 
was being used for a timber deal that was 
not legitimate and that Ray A. Wright and 
Henry D. Sayer, who had organized the com- 
pany, were not to be trusted.” 

Last week Judge Chetlain testified that he 
had induced friends to put $15,000 into this 
timber deal that he denounced to Maugham. 
Maugham said he never knew that Chetlain 
was in the timber deal until he saw his evi- 
dence in the newspapers. 


Judge Quits Directorate. 


“Soon afterward,” continued Maugham, 
“the mining company was Teorganized and 
Judge Chetlain, holding a majority of the 
stock, made up the ticket of officers. At that 
time he withdrew as director, saying he didn’t 
have time to devote to it. I and five or six 
others were to have had 600,000 shares of 
stock as a bonus for selling the promotion 
stock. I have actually received but 10,000. 
I don’t know what Judge Chetlain has done 
with the rest and I don’t know what the 
present prospects of the company are. I 
sold stock to forty-nine persons, all of whom 
were influenced by the fact that Judge Chet- 
lain was a director of the company.” 


Judge’s Notes Hawked About. 


At the evening session William E. Dodson, 
a broker, told of two notes of Judge Chet- 
lain’s for $560 each that he had sold to the 
Bank of America. He had received them 
from George Butler, another broker, who 
testified that he had obtained them from 
John Harvey Curtis, who is interested with 
E. B. Denison and Judge Chetlain in the 
Rapid Transit Stock Car company, with 
offices in the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing. | Butler paid §990 for the notes, he said. 

Morris Loeff, a lawyer in the Unity build- 
ing, testified that he had sold one of Judge 
Chetlain’s $500 notes for H. Carl Ellis—who 
has been interested in one of Judge Chet- 
lain’s companies—to a man named Bartley 
in the Unity building at 10 per cent discount. 
He had tried to sell another note of the 
judge’s to Francis Donohue, an attorney. 


Ellis Writes a Letter. 


Ellis, who is in the east, wrote a letter to 
the committee, which was offered in evi+ 
dence, stating that he had sold $3,500 worth 
of Judge Chetlain’s notes to Russell Clark, 
E. F. Comstock, and three other attorneys. 
He had boyght the notes from Anthony R. 
Silverstein, who is largely responsible for 
the exposure of Judge Chetlain’s business 
transactions. Silverstein, who is in jail, will 
be a witness before the committee later. 

Mr. Waugham was recalled and admitted 
on cross examination that Judge Chetlain 
had invested at least half the money that had 
been sent to Porto Rico to develope the 
gold mines. He also admitted that the pros- 
pectus had been written largely on informa- 
tion furnished by H. V. Reed, who knew 
considerable about mines.

Man Who Laid Out First Links Near 
This City Expires Suddenly at 
Wheaton, Aged Forty-two Years. 


Herbert James Tweedie, one of the pioneer. golf- 
ers of Chicago and the west, died early yesterday 
morning at his home in Wheaton of an acute at- 
tack of indigestion. Although only 42 years of 
age, Mr. Tweedie was familiarly known among 
golfers as ‘‘ Pop,"’ partly to distinguish him from 
his brother, Lawrence Tweedie, but chiefly because 
of his association with early golf in Chicago. 

He is credited with having played, along with 
C. B. Macdonald, at that time a Chicagoan and 
subsequently national champion, the first golf 
ever played in Chicago, the pair going out to 
Washington park and in the presence of a curious

_ GIVE OUT THE REPORT. : 
Last week President Castro returned from 
his ‘three months’ vacation, spent in one of 
the remote provinces of the republic. When 
he went away he ostensibly turned over all 
affairs of state to his vice president. But 
that official would not have dared to act 
on his own responsibility or do anything 
which his commanding officer had  in- 
structed him must be left undone. As far 
as many matters were concerned the gov- 
ernment evas in abeyance while Oastro 
was off in the country pleasure seeking. 
Manifestly it has been impossible for the 
American government to press upon his 
attention the claims of American citizens 


‘concerning which one or two sterm and 
peremptory notes were addressed to him, 


last year. Now that Castro is back at 
Caracas those claims,’ which, if just, 
should be enforced, and if unjust should 
be dropped, may be taken up again. 

Last year Mr. W. J. Calhoun was sent 
to Venezuela to investigate the conflicting 
statements of the claimants and of Castro 
and ascertain what was the duty of this 
government in the premises. He took the 
time needed for a thorough inquiry and 
prepared an elaborate report. THarly in 
the last session of congress what pur- 
ported: to be brief summaries of its con- 
tents were printed. There is no knowing 
whether they were accurate, for the re- 
port has not been made public. It has 
been pigeonholed. 

The longer it is hidden the greater will 
be the curiosity to know its contents. If 
Mr. Calhoun discovéred that the Ameri- 
can government had erred in its Venezue- 
lan policy—had been insisting on the set- 
tlement of inequitable cldims—there is no 
reason why the fact should be concealed, 
It is much more creditable to plead guilty 
to a mistake and rectify it than to seek 
refuge in silence. No matter who may 
be hit by the Calhoun report, it should be 
given to the public. 


SPEED MADNESS. 

The responsibility for the fatal accident 
at Salisbury a few days ago is charged 
against speed madness. The desire to 
beat the record of another steamship line 
carried with it the need for a train run- 
ning at a high rate to make 115 miles in 
as many minutes. And so death came in 
horrible form to those who were rejoicing 
in their: escape from the terrors of the 
sea and were hurrying forward with buoy- 
ant spirits and bright hopes for an enjoy: 
able outing among the treasures of an- 
other continent. Two or three hours more 
to make the journey wonld have made lit- 
tle difference in the plans of any one. But 
speed madness suggested the hurry which 
brought death. 

For nearly every automobile accident 
which adds its record to the constantly 
increasing list of casualties the credit is 
The possession 
of the power to make a fast journey is 
too great a temptation for the average 
man. Speed madness seizes him and noth- 
ing but good luck saves the nonriding citi. 
zen who has to cross the ‘main: traveled 
roads. The old folks and the children 
alike suffer, and the ablebodied man needs 
all his faculties to escape the reckless 
chauffeurs. 

The same thing crops out everywheré— 


go in a few minutes, hurry to finish a 
course of study: when the thing most 
needed is thought and reflection, hurry to 
complete a new building by day and night 
shifts, which leaves no moment lost as the 
old is demolished and the new rises: hur- 
ry evefywhere until there is charge of 
want of thoroughness in preparation, want 
of care in fashioning, and, consequently, 
want of perféction in the so-called fin- 
ished product. It is the greatest evil of 
the age, this speed madness which mani- 
fests itself in every walk of life. 

Not that any one would go back to the 
good old days when everything was slow 
and deliberate.; Te carelessness and in- 
efficiency eared just as clearly marked 
then as they are now. The lack of need 
for haste brought with it carelessness con- 
sequent upon the thought that there was 
no special occasion for care at the mo- 
ment because the work would not require 
inspection for some time. Neither does 
slowness necessarily mean better con- 
struction. The present day methods are 
based upon modern machinery. ‘Where 
electricity turns night into day there is no 


evening shadows fall, If men can phe 
secured to work in shifts and adupt their 
habits to the need of their working hours 
no efficiency need be lost where an enter- 
prise is pushed night and day, Sundays 
and holidays. 

But the machinery wears out when it is 
driven at such a tremendous rate. In the 
power house duplicate machines are in- 
stalled to be used in emergency or to be 
used alternately, But there is no chance 
for relief in the case of the human being. 
If the high rate of speed is maintained 
it means fewer years of activity, even if, 
in those fewer years, an active man can 
do nowadays, with modern methods and 
modern .helps, many times more work 
than his father was able to do with a 
longer range of years of active service, 
The result must be certain, a weakening 
of the power of the race, a net loss in the 
next generation if not in this, and ‘all 
fairly to be charged against the omnipres. 
ent mania for speed. 
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TOO MUCH ZEAL. 


When Mayor Dunne goes off on his vaca- 
tion it is to be hoped that he will take the 
building commissioner with him. If he 
cannot do that he should at least tie up the 
commissioner so that he cannot play. the 
part of a bull in a china shop when there 
is no mayor at hand to stop the breaking 
of crockery. 

Mr. Bartzen has abtindant zeal, but he 
has no discretion.

Mr. Bart- 
gen did not give their interests a single 
thought. He was resolved to display his 
authority in a spectacular manner.

A THOUGHTFUL WOMAN. 

A woman suffragist of London is suffer- 
ing imprisonment apd unfeeling critics have 
suggested that her principal purpose in car- 
rying on agitation is to advertise herself 
and secure an offer of marriage. A friend 
has rushed to her defense, “ This is a 
cruel, wicked lie,” says her friend. ‘“‘ She 
has beeh engaged for several years, and 
could be married tomorrow if she liked, 
but until universal suffrage becomes past 
history she intends to devote all her time 
to the cause.” Her friend further cherec- 
tetizes her conduct as “heroic self-sacri- 
fice.” A better name for it would be com- 
mon sense. 

When a woman’s whole heart is given to 
the cause of what is called in England uni- 
versal suffrage and in this country woman’s 
suffrage it is better that she should not 
marry. How can she keep her mind on the 
humdrum things of home when her soul 
is burning to seize the franchise and share 
it with her disinherited sisters? Think of 
the heartburnings on election day when the 
man with the proud port of a freeman strode 
to the polls leaving the envious woman in 
the Woteless state of lunatics, imbeciles, 
and jailbirds. If a‘ woman loves her hus- 
band and her children best, deprivation of 
other things which she might desire is not 
fatal to her happiness, but if all the rest 
of the world is nothing in comparison with 
the privilege of votitig for member of parlia- 
ment it is well that there should be no false 
show of affection. The woman who post- 
pones all other joys until her vote is counted 
is right to warn the unsuspicious suitor 
whom her qualities of person and mind 
have attracted that he never can hold first 
place In her thoughts. The woman who 
prefers the touch of dead ballots to the soft, 
warm clutch of a baby’s fingers is merciful 
when she refuses to bring into the world 
children to be added to number of the 
undesired and the unca for. 

Perhaps the woman in question feels, as 


her friend claims for her, that she is a hero- 


ine, that her self-sacrifice {s noble. One 
would need to know what is the nature of the 
sacrifice which she mekes. It would seem 
that if there is seme one who loves her and 
would marry her she is sacrificing 
him, not herself. A man willing and ready 
to take the risk is the one who shows heroic 


qualities. If the sacrifice referred to Is 
not her proposed intention not to marty, 
but the determination to stay in jail rather 
than pay a fine for her disorderly conduct 
in advocating woman’s suffrage, again it is 
impossible to call that a sacrifice. She 
has but one aim, to aid the “ cause.” Ifshe 
stays ‘in, jail in the belief that, so she is 
aiding the cause she ought to be perfectly 
happy. She believes that she is doing that 
which it is her dearest wish to do. She 
should feel the airs of heaven playing about 
her there. And if thoughts of the human 
man who wished to think of her as a woman 
instead of an ifcarnate ballot come to her 
she can have the added joy of knowing that 
her refusal of his hand is by*far the best 
thing that she could have given him,

THE CARP EVIL. 
(From the Field and Stream.) 

Carp can profitably be seined only in the 
spawning season, which corresponds to that 
of bass, pike, pickerel, rock bass, and perch. 
They then travel in great schools. Ina single 
haul two years ego with an eighty rod seine 
on Lake St. Clair, in Michigan, 7,200 carp, 
with an average weight of seven pounds, 
were landed. The biggest haul last spring 
was 2,600. 

For miles the waters on the shore are 
dragged and every other fish that is caught 
within the meshes is pulled in with the carp 
and by them or the net is squeezed to death. 
This shore is the favorite spawning ground 
of the small mouth bass. The female’s eggs 
are squeezed out of her by the process, thus 
destroying both the fish and the spawn. If 
she succeeds in depositing the latter between 
hauls, the next visitation of the seine will 
gather in the male, who is guarding the nest, 
which means its destruction. 

When the seine is lifted on the shore the 
men wade into the catch and throw the carp 
on ‘dry land. Then they remove the other 
fish that have been gilled, and raise the seine 
for the release of what can still swim. Next 
they patrol the shore and throw to the land 
the dead or dying bass and pickerel, which 
are gathered in piles and buried in the sand. 
Excavations would expose hundredé of 
graves containing the remnants of thousands 
of the: noblest fish that ever flourished in 


American waters. The concealment of the 
slaughter by burial Is vital to the carp fisher- 
men, as their license is based upon the theory 
of protecting and preserving the thing they 
slaughter.

By a strange fortuity, the move made by 
Col. Bagaine has coincided with the pubtica- 
tion in Germany of the memoirs of Count 
Bernstorff, who, after having preceded Bis- 
marck as minister of foreign affairs at Ber- 
lin, was German ambassador in London at 
the time of the war in 1870. ' 

Among: the most interesting chapters of 
these memoirs are those which deal with 
the interviews of the ambassador with Em- 
press Eugénie at Lord Cowley’s house in 
Albemarle street, in London, in the month 
of October, 1870—that is to say, after her 
flight from France—interviews which had 
for their object the suspension of hostilities, 
the negotiation of peace, the raising of the 
siege of Metz, and the consequent liberation 
of Bazaine and of his beleaguered army, to re- 
store both imperial authority and order. 

The interview between Empress Bugénie 
(who, owing to the captivity of her husband 
at Wilhelmshohe, still considered herself in- 
vested with the direction of the imperial 
interests) and Count Bernstorff came to 
nothing, owing to her hesitation to consent 


In spite of the efforts of the empress, of 
Count Bernstorff, and of Gen. Boyer, who 
had been dispatched by Marshal Bazaine to 
London at the request of the empress, and 
with the permission of Bismarck—in spite, 
too, of the remarkable letters which passed 
between Emperor William and Empress Eu- 
génie, and between the latter and Count 
Bernstorff, letters published for the first 
time in his memoirs—the entire project of 
peace came to naught. 


, 
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On Oct. 24 Prince Frederick Charles, com- 
manding the besieging army around Metz, 
wrote, after receiving information to that 
effect from London and from Versailles, a 
note addressed to Bazaine, stating that, 
** since the political negotiations had proved 
unsuccessful, and the future of the imperial 
cause was in nowlse assured by the attitude 
of the French nation and-of its army, there 
could be no longer any question of Marshal 
Bazaine’s army playing the r6le which had 
been assigned to it—namely: the restoration 
of the {mperial authority and the maintenance 
of order during the final arrangements for 
peace,"’ consequently he, the prince, would 
from that moment forth push forward the 
siege with renewed vigor. It was after re- 
ceiving this letter, and in consequence there- 
of, that Bazaine capitulated. 

The memoirs of Bernstorff, therefore, clear 
up, for the first time, the mystery which 
always has prevailed with regard to the mis- 
sion of Gen. Boyer in London and the nego- 
tiations between Empress Eugénie, Bazaine, 
and Bismarck, and, at the same time, they 
demonstrate the falsity of the plea always 
put forward until now in favor of Bazaine— 
namely: that he had capitulated Metz on the 
definite understanding that he and his army 
were to be allowed to placé themselves at 
the disposal of the cause of the Napoleonic 
empire, for the purpose of its restoration, 
80 as to enable Emprese Eugénie, as regent, 
to conclude peace with Germany. 
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Col. Bazaine is a son of the marshal by 
his second marriage, with a Mexican lady 
of most blue. blooded ancestry. HBmperor 
Maximilian and Empress Charlotte were 
present at their wedding, which took place 
in Mexico. The marshal’s first wife, to whom 
he was passionately devoted, was murdered 
not long after his departure for Mexico in 


a shocking fashion at Croissy, near Paris, 
by a nondescript adventurer with whom she 
had been indiscreet enough to involve her- 
self in a most unsavory intrigue.

Lord Westbury, who, in conjunction with 
Henry Labouchere, has just Leen exposing 
in the latter’s weekly journal, Truth, and in 
other English papers, the endeavors of a 
precious couple styling themselves ** count 
and countess de Colonna y de Vere,"’ to raise 


} the financial wind, is an exceedingly wide- 


awake nobleman, who broke the bank at 
Monte Carlo last winter, walking off with 
a cool $200,000, and is interested in the de- 
velopment and promotion of several pros- 
perous health resorts on the continent, as 
well as in the management of a long line 
of hotels in England and abroad. Moreover, 
everything that he touches seems to turn 
into gold,: in which he is distinctly more 
fortunate than his brothers, one of whom 
has just been bankrupted. 

Lord Westbury has nothing of the austerity 
and unctuous affectation of piety of his 
grandfather, the first baron, being a go 
ahead, matter of fact man of the American 
rather than of the English type. Then, too, 
the present Lord Westbury is cheery and good 
humored, whereas the manner of his grand- 
father was intensely acid. Thus; on one oc- 
casion, when the latter was called upon to 
appear before the committee of the Carlton 
club, to which he belonged, and was roughly 
told by a foxhunting squire at the further 
end of the room to “speak up,”’ he sarcas- 
tically suggested that the gentleman's ears 
were surely long enough to enable him to 
hear, even at that distance,

The first Lord Westbury, although the most 
famous lawyer of his day, figures in history 
as the only lord high chancellor in modern 
times who has been compelled to vacate his 
seat on the woolsack in consequence of 
charges of malfeasance and corruption 
brought against him in both houses of par- 
liament. Part of the malfeasance took the 
form of the filling of lucrative posts with 
relatives unworthy of the preferment, and 
whom he knew to be guilty of the grossest 
kind of dishonesty. 

In order to appreciate the sensation caused 
by his conviction on these charges brought 
against him by parlliamerit, in the form of 
an impeachment, it must be remembered that 
the lord high chancellor bears the title of 
the “ keeper of the sovereign’s conscience,” 
and enjoys precedence immediately after the 
royal family, before every other member of 
the peerage or dignitary of the crown, the 
only nonroyal personage who has the “‘ pas” 
over him being the archbishop of Canter- 
bury, as primate of the realm. 

Moreover, Lord Westbury was noted for the 
leading part which he took in all church mat- 
ters, and for his really remarkable eloquence 
as a lay preacher. When, therefore, he was 
called to account In parliament for corrup- 
tion, and compelled to retire into private 
life,-all the newspapers made a point of in- 
dulging in savage sneers at his religious 
opinions, and drew attention to the difference 
that existed between the principles that he 
preached and those that he practiced.

According to an exceedingly erudite mem- 
ber of the Jacobite league in England, which 
aims at placing Princess Louis of Bavaria 
on the throne of Great Britain, as less re- 
motely descended from the Stuart kings than 
King Edward, only one drop of the latter's 
blood. is estimated pure English—namely: 
that which he derives from Margaret Tudor, 
consort of King James IV. of Scotland. Two 
drops of French blood come to him from Mary 
Stuart, five drops of Scotch blood from James 
IV., and from Lord Darnley, husband of 
Mary, queen of Scots. Eight drops of King 
Hdward’g blood are of Danish origin, and 
4,040. are German. 

It is only by announcements such as these, 
and by decorating the statue of King Charles

This 
raised the temperature sufficiently to fustify 
the purchase of a smal! beer, whereby I mol- 
lified a hostile waiter who had been eying 
me malevolently. Then the orchestra swung 
into “‘ So Long, Mary,” the cornist In partic- 
ular bending to his work as if to atone for 
past indifference. And so the program pro- 
ceeded merrily. I never knew before how 
much a seeker of pleasure can get for 10 
cents. Out came a young man and young 
woman, who threw tears and smilesin a way 
that would have been irresistible if the 
weather had not frozen tears and smiles as 
fastas they appeared. Thena juggler bowed 
and began to throw about knives and bottles 
and plates and lighted lamps at a regular 
$1.50 rate, followed by a magician who wasa 
positive credit to his calling... There was 
more singing, with dancing, and still the pro- 
gram, as they say at the circus, was “ only 
half completed.” . 

Meanwhile the audience, the admiring gen- 
tleman excepted, sat in a state of @espondent 
apathy. Truly we take our pleasures seri- 
ously, especially in sero weather. The old 
lady had not moved, and I should have been 
truly alarmed had I not remembered that she 
was securely bound by the lap robe. Occa- 
gionally the brisk movement of a walter ‘in- 
dicated that something was doing in a bibu- 
lous way, but béer is not conducive to anima- 
tion, an@ the more we sipped the solemner we 
grew. Mlle. de Pompadour was cheerily 
warbling “‘ When the Lilacs Bloom Again”’ 
as I'gave myself up to a few philosophic re- 
flections. Here was a show, and not a bad 
show by any means, with a program thrown 
in, and all for 10 cents. It was not the fault 
of the management or of the hard working 
performers that the weather conditions were 
against al fresco theatricals. People in Chi- 
cago, as everywhere else, with the possible 
exception of the latitude of Spitzbergen, re- 
sent a chair by the fire from early in Septem- 
ber until well into July. If Providence wiil 
not tempt , they will tempt Providence. 
And this is why we all sat up in Brinninger’s 
garden in overcoats and cloaks and stolidly 
surveyed our entertainers, and sipped con- 
gealing drinks and tried to belleve that it 
was the good old summer time.

Advances Are Scored in First Part of

OBvidehoes of an oversol@ market cropped 
out In the early operations. The more timid 
shorts and some’ of the persistent bulls 
bought on the bullish flavor to some of the 
foreign news, reported balking of farmers 
at the reduced bids sent out over Sunday, and 
unfavorable talk from the Red river region 
of the spring wheat country. The uplift was 
stronger than the weight for a considerable 
time, and values managed to hold their 
heads over the previous close, but when ad- 
vices began to pour in indicating continued 
willingness of farmers to dispose of their 
wheat at the prices offered the support weak- 
ened and the pressure became greater. From 
what at first appeared to be only moderate 
acceptances in the country, the day's total 
sales grew to be the largest on the crop— 
fully 1,250,000 bu for this market for the 
day. The local estimate for today—166 cars 
—and the receipt of 215,000 bu at Kansas 
City, compared to 168,000 bu the correspond- 
ing day last year, whetted the appetite of 
the bears and sapped courage from the 
bulls. Total primary receipts were 670,000 
oa against 591,000 bu the similar time in 
1905. 


France Buys Australian Wheat. 

A decline at the start was followed by a 
rally on bullish Red river news from Expert 
Snow, strength in the coarser cereals, the 
purchase of a cargo of Australian wheat by 
France, and a decrease of 8,640,000 bu in the 
supplies on ocean passage. The amount 
afloat was given as 83,776,000 bu, or about 
11,000,000 bu less than that of @ year ago. 
Liverpool was firm in the face of recent 
weakness here and this, with what some 
traders were inclined to call a bullish senti- 
ment om the Russian yieid, had the effect 
to curb aggressiveness on the part of shorts. 
An Odessa message fixed the crop in the 
czar’s realm at 700,000,000 bu, against 744.,- 
000.000 bu last year, and-813,000,000 bu in 
1904. Some local experts figured last year's 
yield there at 584,000,000 bu. 


Another Decrease in Visible. 

World’s shipments last week were moder- 
ate at 9,920,000 bu, compared to 9,024,000 bu 
the week before, and 10,840,000 bu the cor- 
responding period last year. A feature of 
the statement, and one which affected the 
liverpool market, was the comparative 
smaliness of Russian exports.

In 
the early operations advances of le for July, 
l4%ec for September and December. and %0 
for May were scored, but the final trading 
was marked by a reducing of these gains 
Local receipts were disappointingly light, ag- 
gregating 371 cars, or 218 cars under the esti- 
mate. The figures for today, including two 
days’ inspection, were only 410 cars. On 
top of this, country acceptances again were 
light, cables firmer, and the visible supply 
showed a decreage of 486,000 bu, compared to 
increases of 1,367,000 bu a week before, and 
893,000 bu the similar time last year. World’ s 
shipments were 4,892,000 bu, against 3,981,000 
bu the week before, and 4,289,000 bu the cor- 
responding period in 1905. The amount of 
corn on ocean passage increased 1,665,000 bu, 
the total afloat now being 18,939,000 bu, com- 
pared to 15,388,000 bu last year. Students of 
the situation figure that the growing crop is 
passing through a critical stage. Hot and 
dry weather ruied over the belt Sunday, but 
the morning advices indicated good rains in 
parts of the west. Some of the late seiling 
in the pit was prompted by the arrival of 
moisture. The shipping demand was slow, 
but prices at the sample tables showed high- 
er. There was some worrying Over the strike 
of elevator employés at South Chicago, but 
it wae the gemeral opinion that the trouble 
would not last long enough to cripple the 
important shipping business originating 
there. Primary receipts were 601,000 bu, 
against 653,000 bu last year, and clearances 
totaled 163,000 bu. Final prices were §2c for 
July, 52%c for September, 50ig¢c for Decem- 
ber, and 04%@Wc for May, advances of %o 
over the list. The trade seemed to feel that 
today’s government report would be bullish.
